Bishop Carroll, the National Chap- 
lain, In his sermon urged the Irish in 
America to stand with the Catholic 
church In its fight against Sociallam. 
•'Socialism Is the Kreatost danger 
■onfroiititiR this country," said the 
tlishoj? ' Kvery Irish soul should 
uiirn with indignation at the proposi- 
tions that this doctrine sets forth for 
acceptance. Socialism would deprive 
tiim of everything that any real Irish- 
man holds dear and would bring him 
Itack to eoadltlona that existed In 
Ireland a century ago. In the name 
of religion, for the sake ot your 
homes and for this grand and glor- 
touH country, which \vr line as we do 
our lives, I ask you to combat the 
evils of Socialism, which wonid 
finally wreck the country." 

He also praised the A. O. H. for 
voting 125.000' to the Catholic

Catholics 
are not poor in prayers in the P^iig- 
lish tongue, a fait that Is shown by 
aniitlier fact, namely, that all tin- 
good parts of the Protestant com- 
mon prayer book are bodily taken 
from Catholic sources, and much 
altered. Unlike the Protectant 
church servleca, moreover, of which 
fhe larger, part chBBfeg day by day, 
the Catholic aacriftoe does not 
change. It Is the same day by day, 
and only the gospel of the day 
varies. "The same unchanging sacri- 
fice Is the cause and guide of the 
inteusity of Catholic devotion, and 
the liberty given the Catholic to 
pray during the sacrifice as he 
wishes, makes tha sbbm worahip 
ever new. 

Since the Bnlvcraality ot the 
church is one of her eharacteriatlea. 
it ia only fitting that the devotions 
rendered in the course of the act of 
sacrifice should be universal and 
given everywhere in one and the 
same tongue. So men. gathered as 
on the day of Pentecost from all na- 
tions under heaven In one monaa- 
Ury, or la one church, can not onljr 
be proaent at the came aaeriflce ba- 
cauaa it la an act la which they all 
Join, hnt caa JoIb ia the same paaims 
and the aamo prayers In the very 
same tongue to whleh they were 
used each in his own land.

We say the 
world Is kinder than It used to be. 
Furthermore it la more just and 
peaceful. I thaak Ood It la so. But 
we most not eoafnse external man 
with Internal man. I have known 
pagana who were benevolent, oblig- 
ing and merciful. Still that la not 
enough. Our Saviour said: 'Thou 
■halt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, with all thy aoni and wltK 
all thy mind.' " 

"What arp oonip of the faults Of 
the twentieth century?" 

"The love ot luxury Is oae of 
them. Bad hooks and bad newspa- 
pers is another. The preee is a great 
uplifting tOree sifd promotee hon- 
est^JusUfe and liberty, but many 
li^j^H^k seem- '(o make ^ a ape- 
cla^^^^Wtli^lps about crime. Such 
artirlos arp (U'buslnR to every one, 
and by what is called the process of 
HiiKKPStion oftpu lead the ignorant 
and the weak into wrong thinking 
and acting. A good IMB hr hia ex- 
ample aweetens life srouad him. A 
bad aaa does ham to othara by the ; 
maaner ot hia eoadoet aad eonTeraa- 1 
tion. It la exactly the same with 
newspapers snd books. T believe In 
the freedom of the press, but I slsOi 
believe In the moral accoaattMIHy ' 
of writers and publishers."'

"Do rathollo priests have the 
same difficulty in getting mea to 
attend church that is experlaaeed by 
Proteetsat ministers?" 

"Ton are asking me some strange 
queattons," Arehblahop IBonssno sn- 
swered with a amlle and a shruK of 
his shoulders. "It la the duty of all 
Catholics to be present at church — 
Ihi y are so taught during childhood 
by their mothers and their priests. 
We believe in abaping the minds of 
the young. Train up a child in the 
way he shoald go.' lolMKta wrote, 
and when he Is old he wilt not de- 
part from It.' Our men, for the 
most part, attend church if they are 
not working. You will see them any 
Sunday In any city or village going 
and coming.

They are anti-Christian, 
and In Europe practice the hideous 
doctrine of free love, thus striking 
at the home and at the very founda- 
tion of clvillistloB. Boeiallsn Is 
coarsely nwtertaliatle. It destroys 
human eharaeter. Oatkolielam pre* 
teets the home aad upbuilds the 
character. Moreover, Socialism at- 
tacks property, not alone tlip mills
